The simple ceremony 
Abbey yesterday when General Pershing 
laid the United States Congressional 
Medal on the tomb of Britain s Unknown 
Warrior was, indeed, “no ihe pageant.”’ 
In the words gf the Prime Minister, this 
graceful gesture was “an emblem of a 
common sacrifice for a common purpose,” 
and it is well that the peoples on both 
sides of the Atlantic should be reminded 
of their recent comradeship in arms. 
Three weeks hence the Washington Con- 
ference will assemble, and the representa- 
tives of the United States and the British 
Empire will discuss with their Japanese 
and French friends the best means by 
which the limitation of idinalanaai may be 
attained throughout the world. Since the 
Peace Conference at Paris Anglo-American 
relations have suffered. The American 
people have been induced by agitators to 
Britain, 
on the other hand, was disappointed as a 
result of America’s rejection of the Peace 


at Westminster 


Treaty and the League of Nations, and our 


people jumped too hastily to the con- 
clusion ,that the citizens of the great Re. 
public were selfish cynics, interested only 
in their own pockets. The enemies of 
both countries were quick to seize the 
opportunity of making mischief. America 
was told that Britain was urging Japan 
to provoke a war, and Britain was told 
that the American Navy was being built 
to drive the British Fleet off the scas. 
Suspicion reared its ugly head in W ashing- 
ton and London, and the fomenters of 
discord rejoiced. By special Act of Con- 
gress now the American people have paid 
their ae homage to Britain’s dead,

The 
Washington Conference will have no 
chance of success unless Britain and 
America think and act as one nation.

Britain must 
give her every encouragement. 


Rain-Making. 


Canada claims to have discovered a rain- 
maker. Ten months ago the farmers of 
Medicine Hat, in Southern Alberta, were 
in a pitiful plight. Tor four years in 
Succession their crops had failed because 
of the lack of rain, and another dry season 
would have driven them into the bank- 
ruptcy court. Then Mr. Charles M. Hat- 
field drifted into their little world and 
gave them a message of hope. He under- 
took—for a consideration—to give them all 
the rain that they wanted during the 
months. At ‘first the farmers 
but finally they decided to 
test Mr. Hatfield’s powers. They agreed 
to pay him eight thousand doMars for 
eight inches of rain between May 1st and 
August Ist; six thousand dollars: for six 
inches, and four thousand dollars for four 
inches. If he could not fulfil these condi- 
tions, he would get nothing. Early in 
April Mr. Hatfield erected his “ plant,” 
which consisted of a derrick about twenty- 
five feet high, surmounted by an open 
tank filled with certain chemicals, on the 
shores of Chappice Lake. A few weeks 
later he began operations and the rain fell 
in torrents. It fell at intervals during 
the. season, and at the beginning of August 
Mr. Hatfield was entitled to his eight 
thousand dollars. The farmers are de- 
lighted and have reserved their 
worker's services for next year. According 
to Mr. Hatfield, he surcharges the air with 
powerful chemical forces which attract 
rain clouds to Medicine Hat and compel 
ag to discharge their contents. It may 

however, that the clerk of the weather 
“sá been on his side. Next year he may 
not be so successful.

The German Mark. 


The German mark is travelling rapidly 
in*the wake of the Polish mark and the 
Austrian krone. At the end of July it 
stood at about 270 to the pound sterling. 
The experts predicted that after the Ger- 
man Government had paid the Allies’ 
demand for reparations the mark’s value 
would depreciate slightly, but that there 
would be a quick recovery. The contrary 
has proved to be the case. the 
milhard gold marks passed from the 
Berlin exchequer to the Allies’ treasuries 
at the end of August the value of the

Why is it depreciating so rapidly? Various 
causes are at work, but the main factor in 
its collapse seems to be the decision of the 
League of Nations with regard to the 
division of Upper Silesia. The monied 
classes in Germany fear that the League's 
scheme must bring about the fall of Herr 
Wirth’s Government and have rushed 
madly to convert their marks into foreign 
currencies. The same process is in opera- 
tion all over the world.

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. FIRST HERMIONE LECTURE.

The first of a series of four Hermione Lec- 
tures on *‘ Rembrandt and Van Dyck as Etchers 
and Draughtsmen’’ was delivered yesterday 
afternoon at the Alexandra College, Dublin, by 
Mr. A. M. Hind, O.B.E., M.A. The Provost of 
Trinity College. presided, and there was a large 
attendance. 

The Chairman, in introducing the lecturer, re- 
called the fact that the Hermione Lectutes ha 
been founded.in memary of Hermione, Duchess 
of Leinster, in the year 1895—in memory of a 
beautiful and gracious lady—and ever since they 
had been successful in securing as their lec- 
turers men of the highest eminence. 
This year they had gréat leasure in welcoming 
Mr.' Hind, of the British Museum, who was an 
acknowledged guthority on matters con- 
nected with ctching, and who w s about to give 
a course of lectures, which promised to be very 


interesting, indeed.

Mr. Hind then delivered the opening lecture: 
7 Rembrandt’ s Etchings and Drawings: Karlier 
Period,” his address being illustrated by a series 
of lantern slides. At the outset he explained in 
some detail the process of etching, with illus- 
trations from 18th Century prints from a book 
on engraving, showing an etcher at his work. 
Engiraving in relief corresponded more OF less 
with the process of printing from type. BO 
complete was the callection of Rembrandt's 
‘etchings in the British Museum that though a 
number which had been stolen were still miss- 
ing, they were virtually not required. Of late 
vears people had almost gone mad on etch- 
ings, the result being that modern etchers could 
get far higher prices for 20 or 30 prints from 
ihe copper plate than they got for the original 
drawing. He thought it would be far better for 
people to get an original drawing for, say, £10 
than to go to £70 for un etching. 
In calling attention to the lig ht and shade 
effects in Rembrandt's earlier works, he said 
that they showed more of the painter's aim in 
etching. A considerable number of Rembrandt's 
copper plates were still in existence, of which 
about 80 were in the presession of a Paris hes k- 
seller. Prints from these plates, which had 
been taken at various periods, w ere shown 
some taken in the 18th and at the Seginning 
of the 19th Century, and others printed at the 
beginning Of the 20th Century asa sort of 
celebration of the Tereentenary of Remb randt’s 
birth, the effect of the latter being merely to 
show to what an extent the plates had de- 
teriorated in the intetval of time. In illustra- 
tion of this, two prints were shown—one taken 
in 1636, and the other, from the’ same plate, 
taken in 1906. three hundred years after the 
artist’s birth. The difference was not clearly 
shown on thé lantern but a general

Samples were shown of prints taken in London 
at the beginning of the 19th century, of which 
the whereabouts of the original copper plates 
is at present unknown, Two of the earlier etch- 
ings of the artist’s mother showe id extraordin: Ary 
beauty and delic af line. Rembrandt nearly 
always went to Scripiural stories as app aling 
to the people’s deeper emotion. and in his pic- 
tures of ' Christ in the Temple” the develop- 
ment of his design an/d the more intimate treat- 
ment of the subject illustrated, some of 
the . later pictures showing. Christ seated with 
the Doctors, and engaged in earnest conversa- 
tion “with them: ‘and arain the extraordinary 
power. of showing human sorrow w3s depicted 
in the raising cf. Lazarus from. the tomb.
